Waltons, who had in early 1965 moved in to a 
larger shop opposite the courthouse., approached us 
to see il~we would he interested in leasing mem a 
ntc m which their newly appointed carpet 
salesman/laver could travel around measuring up„ 
delivering &. laying, so that the customer did nol 
have to worry about storing the carpet while 
waning for it to be laid. Agreeing to this we 
purchased on old FJ ute and the carpel layer (Ron) 
took this and used it, but dien we found the engine 
was burning a lot of oil. At the same rime an older 
model Holden car which was refused rego because 
of bad rust in the floor, but in which the engine 
and suspension etc had all heen done up prior, 
became available for the princely sum of fifty 
pounds. The wag up the street said if we put the 
car and ute in his yard he would set to and do die 
switch over with me (Gerry) assisting where 
possible. On removing the engine out of the ute it 
was found that the sub frame was rusted and badly 
wom in places, so on the wags recommendation it 
was decided 10 transplant the sub frame and engine 
from the tw lo the ute. This he sec about doing 
and the nen evening tame and saw me to say he 
had almost completed the Sub frame transplant, 
and if] could come and give him a hand the next 
day, wc could push the ute to the ganiiy where the 
engine could be transplanted. Owing lo a hold up 
In being able to get freight from the rail I was able 
to go pretty early next morning and found the Sub 
frame in position with just the wheels to go on. 
This we did and to save time simply screwed the 
wheel nuts up finger tight, pushed it into position 
and I went back lo work. The neat evening when I 
went up there, there proudly sat the FJ ute with 
even the front hubcaps in place and at] ready to go 
to work for Waltons, We delivered the ute the 
next day and Ron proudly drove it around CotTs 
lot about a week trouble bee. He then had carpet 
to: take to Dcurigo to- lay early the- next week. 1 On 
his return from Dorrigo he v*cnt in the ute to 
measure up for a customer in Coffs. and cariy thai 
afternoon i (Ann) took a call form a very disturbed 
Ron to say that the entire front suspension had 
fallen out of the ute. I ({]erry) came home shortly 
after, and immediately went to the address and 
upon entering the street could see the ute looking 
vety sad with the front end on he ground. On 
arriving there I could sec straight away it was only 



the fnwit wheels which had fallen off and on 
removing the hubcaps from both wheels 1 found 
that all J.0 wheel nuts had been captured inside - 
immediately the finger bghlcning of the wheel 
nuts in the wags yard came to mind. I jacked the 
ute up and found the wheel studs had not been 
damaged, fined the wheels and tightened with the 
wheel spanner, leaving the hubcaps of J" so that Ron 
could see that all was well and took the ute back to 
Waltons. On arriving at Waltons all Ron could 
say was "This could have happened on the Dorrigo 
Mountain in either direction" but he did insist the 
hubcaps be left off and I think be from then on 
checked the tightness of the wheel nuts a number 
of times each day. Obviously this could have been 
a very tragic accident, however, the luck of the 
Irish or something else, was obviously with us, 
Gerry & Ann Kertf.

In 2D0g World Youth Day which is a gathering for 
Christian Youth from ell around the world will be held 
in Sydney from the 1 5* - 20 Ul erf J u ly . The central 
theme of World Youth Day 2006 is. You wtif recede 
power when tne Mafy S^^f has come upon yen/; ^Vtf 
yam wfflbo my wtfnesses. Acts 1 :& 

Traditionalry Wohd Youth Day may have been seen 
to be a 'Catholic' event however it is really an 
opportunity for ai' Youth to gathe- ana celebrate 
Christianity 

In 1983 during Holy Year a 3.s metre high wooden 
cross was built and following the cefebiatiorrs with it 
in Rome rtj was then presented to the Youth of the 
Wortd as a gift from Pope John Paul II. 

Since 1964 the WVD Cross has made rts way around 
the worid throughout Europe, behind the Iron 
Curtain, and to parts of the Americas, Asia, Africa 
and briefly to Australia being present at each 
international celebration of World Youth Day along 
the way. The communities in many of these places 
have been Inspired to live In peace and harmony. 

Heralding these international celebrations of young 
people, the Cross is now test known as "the World 
Youth Day Cross". The media have often celled" the 
Cross the 'Olympic Torch" of the World Youth Day. It 
is a useful comparison. In each country that the 
Cross visits, rt travels from cities to towns, parishes to 
prayer groups Young people tote charge of It, spend 
time En prayer with it, and encourage their peers tn do 
the same. 

In 2003, Pope John Paul Fl gave young people a 
second symbol of faith Co be carried in the wortd, 
accompanying the WYD Crass - the Icon of Qui 
Lady, 'Satos Popuii Roman?, a contemporary copy of 
a sacren and ancient icon housed in the first and 
greatest basilica to Mary the Mother of God in the 
West, at Mary Major. 

The World Youth Day Cross & i^ arrived in 
Australia on 1* July and are cumentiy making their 
journey around Australia. An Indigenous Message 
Stick is accompanying the Cross in Australia. The 
Message Stick ie an invitation in ihe indigenous 
youth of Australia to come to World Youth Day in Julv 
2006. ' 

Like all crosses, the WYD Crass is the universe' 
symbol of the Christian faith. Veneration of the Cross 
is an ancient act of reverence tor Christ To venerate 
Tie WYD Cross is a powerful expression of lowe tor 
Christ and unity with the millions of other young 



people from around the worid who have also prayed 
before this Cross. Participants at events involving the 
WYD Cross and icon may, for example, simpty stand 
silentfy in prayer before the Cross and icon. By 
venerating the cross, we are not worshipping this 
particular object, but rather worshipping the Son of 
God who was crucified upon a cross. 

the WYD Cross wilt begin its journey in the Armidate 
Diocese on January 24 2009. DeJungra is very 
fortunate to be hosting the WYD Crass and Icon on 
January 26 a . Even though this is called a Youth 
Day' the event is for all Christians regardless of age. 

Exact arrangements, are yet to be confirmed, 
however it & expected that the WYD Cross & Icon 
will proceed past each Church in Delungra and then 
arm* at the Anzac Park where the Liturgical Team 
traveling with the Cross & toon will host an 
Ecumenical Service and share testimonies.
